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FLUID  MILK  AND  CREAM  REPORT 
Irf  JULY  1963

SUMMARY 


Prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  the  United  States  in  early  July  advanced  at  both 
producer  and  consumer  levels,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.    Dealers'  buying 
prices  were  higher  in  k-5  markets       1  in  about  every  h;  lower  prices  prevailed 
in  3  markets.    Prices  for  home  delivered  milk  increased  in  18  markets  but  dropped 
in  3»    Changes  in  store  prices  were  as  follows:    Quarts  —  up  in  21  markets,  down 
in  h;  half-gallons  —  higher  in  2k  markets,  lower  in  11;  and  gallons  —  more  in 
Ik  markets,  less  in  3» 

Fluid  use  milk  prices  in  about  160  markets  in  early  July  averaged  $5.22  per 
hundredweight  —  17  cents  above  June,  but  3  cents  below  July  a  year  ago.  Compared 
with  the  1957-61  average  for  July,  the  price  this  month  is  7  cents  lower.  The 
averages  were  higher  than  June  in  8  of  the  9  regions;  the  increases  ranging  from 
1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  the  East  North  Central  and  East  South 

Central  States  to  66  cents  in  New  England.      Compared  with  July  last  year,  the  price 
this  month  is  higher  in  6  regions.    These  increases  ranged  from  1  cent  per  hundred- 
weight in  New  England  to  20  cents  in  the  West  South  Central.    Other  large  increases 
were  15  cents  in  the  East  South  Central  and  1*4-  cents  in  the  West  North  Central. 
July  averages  were  lower  than  a  year  earlier  by  2  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the 
Pacific  Coast  Region,  8  cents  in  the  Middle  Atlantic,  and  1^  cents  in  the  East 
North  Central. 

The  average  price  per  single  quart  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk 
delivered  to  homes  in  25  major  cities  in  early  July  was  27. 0  cents.    This  is  one- 
tenth  of  a  cent  more  than  a  month  earlier  and  two-tenths  of  a  cent  above  July 
1962.    Compared  with  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month,  the  current  price  is  1.3 
cents  higher.    Increases  were  about  lj  cents  in  Boston  and  Philadelphia,  1  cent 
in  Hartford,  and  one-half  cent  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  (preliminary)  in  7  State    and  7^  Federal 
Order  marketing  areas  during  May  were  3  percent  below  April  but  2  percent  above 
May  1962.    April  skim  milk  sales  in  80  areas  increased  1  percent  from  March  and 
were  10  percent  greater  than  a  year  earlier.    Milk  and  cream  mixture  (half-and- 
half)  sales  in  75  areas  during  April  advanced  2  percent  from  March  and  were  3 
percent  higher  than  April  last  year.    Other  fluid  cream  product  sales  in  April  in 
76  areas  were  6  percent  larger  than  March  and  1  percent  over  April  last  year. 
Total  fluid  product  sales  (average  daily)  in  79  areas  during  April  were  about  the 
same  as  March  but  were  6  percent  higher  than  April  a  year  ago.    For  April  I963, 
there  were  only  k  Sundays,  while  in  April  1962  there  were  5»    Most  home  and  store 
routes  do  not  make  Sunday  deliveries.    Average  daily  receipts  from  producers  in 
86  marketing  areas  during  May  were  1  percent  greater  than  May  1962.    Receipts  per 
producer  were  7  percent  higher  than  May  last  year. 
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PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  JULY  ±9&3 


Prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  New  England  markets  averaged  $6.02  per  hun- 
dredweight in  early  July.    This  is  66  cents  higher  than  June  but  only  1  cent 
above  July  last  year.    The  markets  reporting  for  Maine  and  New  Hampshire  were 
66  cents  per  hundredweight  above  June  for  Class  I  milk  and  generally  l|-  cents 
per  quart  higher  at  homes  and  stores.    Home  and  store  prices  in  Vermont  markets 
were  generally  1  cent  per  quart  above  June  levels.    Producer  prices  in  these 
markets  are  not  currently  determined.    Federal  Order  markets  in  southern  New 
England  were  66  cents  per  hundredweight  above  June.    Home  delivery  and  store 
prices  were  generally  up  lj  cents  per  quart. 

Middle  Atlantic  area  Class  I  prices,  averaging  $5 • 59  Per  hundredweight  in 
early  July,  were  31  cents  above  June  but  8  cents  below  July  last  year.  Class 
I  prices  in  New  York- New  Jersey  Federal  Order  areas  were  39  cents  per  hundred- 
weight above  June.  Prices  at  consumer  outlets  were  unchanged  for  most  markets 
of  the  area.  Prices  in  Philadelphia  were  higher  by  k-0  cents  per  hundredweight 
for  Class  I  milk  and  1  cent  per  quart  delivered  to  homes  and  sold  out  of  stores. 

Fluid  use  prices  in  East  North  Central  areas  in  early  July  averaged  $4.37 
per  hundredweight.    This  is  1  cent  higher  than  June  but  lk  cents  lower  than 
July  a  year  ago.    Slight  downward  adjustments  occurred  in  store  half- gallon 
prices  in  the  Ohio  markets  of  Canton  and  Cleveland,  and  a  small  upward  change 
was  reported  for  half  gallons  in  Columbus.    Other  prices  in  these  markets  were 
virtually  unchanged.    Small  increases  in  store  quarts  and  half  gallons  were 
reported  in  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.    Peoria,  111.  home  delivered  prices  were  the  same 
as  June;  store  quarts  were  up  but  store  half- gallons  and  gallons  were  down. 
Producer  prices  in  this  market  are  not  currently  determined.    Class  I  prices 
in  Rockford  and  Rock  Island,  111.  were  21  cents  per  hundredweight  above  June. 
In  Rockford,  a  price  war  affected  some  prices  but  most  prices  were  unchanged. 
Rock  Island  quotations  were  at  June  levels.    Green  Bay,  Wis.  Class  I  prices 
were  up  21  cents  per  hundredweight  but  there  were  no  changes  at  consumer 
levels . 

Prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  the  West  North  Central  region  in  early  July 
averaged  $4.23  per  hundredweight.    This  is  lh  cents  above  both  June  1963  and 
July  last  year.    Bemidji,  Minn,  fluid  use  prices  were  10  cents  per  hundred- 
weight higher,  with  some  home  and  store  prices  up  a  cent  per  unit.  Duluth, 
Minn,  and  Superior,  Wis.  Class  I  prices  advanced  kl  cents  per  hundredweight. 
Home  delivery  prices  in  these  markets  were  from  1  to  2  cents  per  quart  higher 
and  store    quotations  were  unchanged  to  !§■  cents  per  quart  above  June.  Class 
I  prices  in  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul,  Minn,  were  29  cents  per  hundredweight 
above  June;  home' and  store  prices  were  unchanged.    Burlington,  Iowa  Class  I 
prices  declined  11  cents  per  hundredweight  but  prices  at  consumer  levels  showed 
no  change.    Class  I  prices  in  Des  Moines  and  Ft.  Dodge,  Iowa  advanced  21  cents 
per  hundredweight.    Home  delivery  and  store  prices  at  Des  Moines  were  un- 
changed;   Ft.  Dodge  prices  have  not  been  reported.    St.  Louis  and  Springfield, 
Mo.  and  Alton,  111.  Class  I  prices  increased  19  cents  per  hundredweight. 
Half  gallons  out- of- stores  in  Alton  advanced  somewhat  but  other  Alton  prices 
were  unchanged.    Reported  prices  in  St.  Louis  and  Springfield  were  unchanged. 
Topeka,  Kans.  Class  I  prices  were  virtually  unchanged  but  store  prices 
showed  small  adjustments  for  all  container  sizes. 
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In  the  South  Atlantic  region,  dealers'  buying  prices  in  early  July 
averaged  $5*92  per  hundredweight — 13  cents  above  June  and  5  cents  more  than 
a  year  earlier.    Wilmington,  Del.  Class  I  prices  were  up  k-0  cents  per  hun- 
dredweight but  consumer  prices  were  unchanged.    At  Baltimore,  fluid  use  milk 
prices  increased  k-3  cents  per  hundredweight  and  half- gallons  out  of  stores 
were  up  2  cents.    In  greater  Washington,  D.  C,  Class  I  prices  were  up  12 
cents  per  hundredweight,  while  home  delivery  and  store  prices  were  generally 
1  cent  per  quart  higher.    In  South  Carolina,  Class  I  and  home  and  store 
prices  were  reported  at  May  levels  following  the  unsettled  conditions  reported 
last  month. 

Fluid  use  prices  in  the  East  South  Central  region  in  early  July  averaged 
$5*30  per  hundredweight — 1  cent  higher  than  last  month  and  15  cents  more  than 
a  year  earlier.    Paducah,  Ky.  Class  I  prices  advanced  31  cents  per  hundred- 
weight but  consumer  prices  were  unchanged.  Store  half- gallons  ranged  1  to  2 
cents  lower  in  Chattanooga  and  2  to  5  cents  lower  in  Memphis,  but  Class  I 
and  home  delivery  prices  continued  at  June  levels. 

Early  July  Class  I  prices  in  the  West  South  Central. region  averaged 
per  hundredweight-20  cents  more  than  the  previous  month  and  20  cents  above  July 

Fluid  use  prices  rose  kl  cents  at  Fort  Smith,  Ark,  but  home  delivery 
quarts  declined  1  cent  and  store  half- gallons- dropped  k  cents.    At  Little 
Rock,  Ark.  Class  I  and  home  delivery  prices  held  at  June  levels  but  store 
quarts  and  some  half  gallons  were  down  1  cent.    Tulsa,  Okla.    Class  I  prices 
advanced  13  cents  per  hundredweight;  home  and  store  prices  are  not  yet 
reported.    Dealers'  buying  prices  per  hundredweight  in  Texas  markets  increas- 
ed as  follows:    Austin,  k6  cents;  Dallas,  ^5  cents;  and  El  Paso,  30  cents. 
Reported  consumer  prices  in  these  markets  continued  at  June  levels  except  at 
El  Paso  where  some  store  half  gallons  were  up  1  cent. 

Mountain  States  dealers1  buying  prices  averaged  $5»23  Per  hundredweight 
in  early  July- 3  cents  higher  than  last  month  andlO  cents  more  than  a  year 
earlier.    Class  I  prices  were  the  same  as  June  in  Phoeniz  and  Tucson,  Ariz, 
but  price  war  conditions  prevailed  at  consumer  levels.    In  Phoenix,  home 
delivered  quarts  were  down  1  cent  while  in  Tucson,  store  half  gallons  were 
reduced  8  cents  and  gallons  7  cents  below  June  levels. 

Pacific  Coast  dealers'  prices  for  fluid  use  milk,  at  $5*30  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  July,  were  2  cents  less  than  both  a  month  ago  and  July  last 
year.    Portland  and  Salem,  Ore.  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  declined  between 
29  and  35  cents  per  hundredweight  from  June  levels  as  new  State  milk  control 
regulations  went  into  effect.    Consumer  prices  were  the  same  as  June.  No 
other  changes  were  reported  for  this  region.

Whole  milk  sales  during  May  2  percent  above  last  year 

Whole  milk  sales  during  May,  on  an  average  daily  "basis  in  8l  markets  for 
which  data  are  available,  declined  3  percent  from  April.    The  preliminary 
total  of  86.9  million  pounds  is  2  percent  above  the  85.2  million  pounds  of 
May  last  year.    Sales  in  the  first  k  months  of  1963  were  also  2  percent  lar- 
ger than  in  the  comparable  1962  period.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  April 
whole  milk  sales,  at  3*5^  percent,  was  the  same  as  the  test  for  both  the 
previous  month  and  April  a  year  ago. 

April  skim  milk  sales  10  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier 

Sales  of  skim  milk  products  during  April  in  80  areas  were  1  percent  larger 
than  a  month  earlier  and  10  percent  more  than  April  1962.    Sales  during  the 
first  third  of  the  year  were  8  percent  more  than  in  the  corresponding  period 
last  year.    Of  the  kh  market  groupings  shown,  all  but  one,  Springfield- Worcester 
Mass.,  had  gains  in  sales  over  April  a  year  ago.    Forty  out  of  the  kh  groups 
had  sales  5  percent  or  more  above  a  year  earlier.    The  average  milkfat  test  of 
skim  milk  sales,  at  1.22  percent,  compares  with  1.23  in  March  and  1.16  in 
April  1963. 

Milk  and  cream  mixture  sales  gain  3  percent  from  April  I962 

Sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixture  (half-and-half)  in  75  marketing  areas  dur- 
April  were  2  percent  higher  than  in  March  and  were  3  percent  more  than  April 
1962.    Of  the  k-0  market  area  groupings,  April  sales  were  higher  than  a  year 
earlier  in  29,  lower  in  8,  and  unchanged  in  3*    The  three  largest  groupings, 
in  order  of  total  sales,  had  the  following  changes  from  April  1962:  California) 
k  percent  higher;  Chicago  up  2  percent,  and  the  two  Michigan  areas,  7  percent 
greater.    Total  January- April  1963  sales  declined  1  percent  from  the  compar- 
able period  last  year.    The  average  milkfat  content  of  April  sales  of  mixtures, 
at  11.8  percent,  was  unchanged  from  both  the  previous  month  and  April  a  year 
ago. 

Sales  of  fluid  cream  in  April  up  1  percent  from  a  year  earlier 

Fluid  cream  sales  in  76*  marketing  areas  during  April  were  6  percent  above 
March  and  1  percent  more  than  April  1962.    Of  the  kl  market  area  groups  shown, 
22  had  increases  in  sales  from  a  year  earlier,  15  had  decreases^  and  k  were 
unchanged.    Market  groups  having  losses  of  more  than  5  percent  from  last  year 
were:    Niagara  Frontier,  Upper  Chesapeake  Bay,  three  Kansas  areas,  Clarksburg- 
Wheeling,  North  Carolina,  and  Southeast  Florida.    Sales  for  the  76  areas  during 
the  first  h  months  of  I963  were  h  percent  below  the  comparable  period  last 
year.    The  April  average  milkfat  test  of  cream  sales,  at  2k .6  percent,  compar- 
able with  2^.1  in  March,  and  2^.6  a  year  earlier. 

Total  fluid  sales  during  April  6  percent  higher  than  a  year  ago 

April  sales  of  total  fluid  products  in  79  marketing  areas  were  about  the 
same  as  March  and  6  percent  greater  than  the  same  month  a  year  ago.  Part  of 
the  increase  over  a  year  earlier  is  the  result  of  k  Sundays  in  April  1963*

compared  with  5  in  1962.    All  market  groups  recorded  sales  above  a  year  earlier,  except  Boston  and  Spring- 
field-Worcester.   The  latter  groups  were  down  1  and  2  percent,  respectively.    Total  sales  of  all  fluid 
products  in  the  first  k  months  of  this  year  were  2  percent  more  than  in  the  like  period  of  I962.  The 
April  average  milkfat  test  of  total  fluid  products,  at  3.63  percent,  compares  with  3.62  percent  in  March, 
and  3«60  percent  a  year  earlier. 

May  producer  receipts  increase  1  percent 

Receipts  of  milk  from  producers  in  86  marketing  areas  during  May  were  1  percent  above  the  corresponding 
period  of  last  year.    Average  daily  receipts  per  producer,  at  913  pounds  per  day,  were  7  percent  more  than 
the  855  pounds  per  day  for  a  year  earlier. 

Milk  production  ■§■  of  one  percent  below  June  1962 

United  States  .milk  production  during  June,  at  11.8  billion  pounds,  was  down  \  of  one  percent  from  a 
year  earlier.    This  is  1  percent  below  the  1957-61'  average  for  the  month.    June  average  production  per  day 
was  \  of  one  percent  below  the  May  output.    Relative  to  population,  June  production  was  equal  to  2.09 
pounds  per  person  daily  compared  with  2.13  pounds  in  June  1962.    Production  in  the  first  half  of  1963  was 
about  1  percent  less  than  the  comparable  period  last  year.

Early  August  fluid  milk  prices  were  higher  than  July  in  many  instances,  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board  announces.    Fluid  use  prices  advanced  in  50  markets,  1  in 
about  every  3*    Lower  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  were  reported  in  only  1  market. 
Markets  with  higher  selling  prices  than  July  were  as  follows:    home  delivery  quarts, 
22  markets;  store  quarts,  22  markets;  store  half -gallons,  23  markets;  and  gallons 
out- of -stores,  20  markets.      Lower  prices  than  July  were:    home-delivery  quarts, 
k  markets;  out-of-stores-quarts,  6  markets;  half -gall ons,  8  markets,  and  gallons, 
3  markets. 

The  average  price  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  about  160  markets  was  $5«33  Per 
hundredweight  in  early  August.    This  is  11  cents  higher  than  July  but  k  cents  under 
August  a  year  earlier.    By  regions,  the  average  this  month  was  higher  than  in  July 
in  all  regions  except  the  South  Atlantic,  which  was  1  cent  per  hundredweight  lower. 
Increases  ranged  from  1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  the  Mountain  and  Pacific  region 
to  22  cents  in  New  England.    Compared  with  a  year  earlier,  averages  were  higher  in 
5  of  the  9  regions.    These  ranged  from  1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  New  England  to 
20  cents  in  the  West  South  Central.    Other  sizable  increases  were  12  cents  per 
hundredweight  in  the  West  North  Central  and  10  cents  in  the  East  South  Central. 
Lower  regional  averages  ranged  from  1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  the  South  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  to  Ik  cents  in  the  East  North  Central  region.    Prices  averaged  10  cents 
per  hundredweight  lower  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  area. 


Home  delivery  single  quart  prices  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  in 
25  major  cities  in  early  August  averaged  27.2  cents  —  two-tenths  of  a  cent  above 
July  and  three-tenths  of  a  cent  higher  than  August  last  year.    Increases  of  about 
one-half  cent  per  quart  were  reported  in  Boston,  Hartford,  New  York  Metropolitan 
and  Dallas.    Prices  were  a  cent  higher  in  Pittsburgh,  Cleveland,  and  Houston. 

Whole  milk  sales  (preliminary)  in  June  on  an  average  daily  basis  in  8l  State 
and  Federal  marketing  areas  were  7  percent  lower  than  May  and  1  percent  below  June 
last  year.    May  skim  milk  sales  (average  daily)  were  1  percent  above  April  and 
8  percent  greater  than  May  last  year.    Sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (half-and- 
half)  in  75  areas  during  May  were  about  the  same  as  April  but  were  1  percent  over 
1962.    Other  fluid  cream  product  deliveries  in  j6  areas  during  May  were  2  percent 
above  April  but  fractionally  below  May  last  year.    Total  fluid  product  sales  (average 
daily)  in  May  were  2  percent  lower  than  April  but  were  k  percent  over  May  a  year 
earlier.    Average  daily  receipts  from  producers  in  86  State  and  Federal  areas 
during  June  were  3  percent  greater  than  June  of  last  year.    Receipts  per  producer 
during  June  were  9  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 
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PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  AUGUST  I963 


New  England  region  dealers'  "buying  prices  for  fluid  milk  in  early  August 
averaged  $6.2*1-  per  hundredweight -- 22  cents  more  than  in  July  and  1  cent  above  a 
year  earlier.    Except  for  Vermont,  #iere  dealers'  prices  are  not  currently 
determined,  Class  I  prices  in  all  other  New  England  markets  were  up  22  cents  per 
hundredweight  from  July.    Home  delivery  prices  in  Augusta  and  Portland,  Maine, 
were  in  many  cases  fractionally  changed.    Store  quarts  were  down       cents,  but 
half -gallons  ranged  from  1-J-  cents  higher  to  a  half -cent  lower  in  these  markets. 
New  Hampshire  prices  were  one-half  cent  per  quart  higher  at  both  home  delivery 
and  store  levels.    Bellows-Falls,  Vt.  prices  increased  1  cent  per  quart  but 
reported  prices  at  Burlington,  Vt.  were  unchanged.    Reported  consumer  prices  in 
Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  and  Connecticut  markets  were  in  most  cases  one-half 
cent  per  quart  higher  at  both  stores  and  at  homes. 

Class  I  prices  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  area  in  early  August  averaged  $5*79  per 
hundredweight  —  20  cents  more  than  July  but  10  cents  less  than  a  year  earlier. 
Dealers'  prices  in  the  New  York-New  Jersey  Federal  Order  area  were  27  cents  per 
hundredweight  higher  than  in  July.    New  York  Metropolitan  area  prices  for  home 
delivered  and  store  purchased  milk  gained  one-half  cent  per  quart  from  July. 
Binghamton,    N.  Y.  reported  half -gallons  at  stores  up  8  cents,  following  the  ces- 
sation of  price  war  conditions  involving  this  item  a  month  earlier.  Dealers' 
fluid  milk  prices  in  Pittsburgh  were  reported  39  cents  per  hundredweight  above 
the  July  level  and  home  and  store  prices  up  1  cent  per  quart.    All  other  reported 
prices  in  the  area  were  unchanged. 

Fluid  milk  prices  in  the  East  North  Central  area  averaged  $k.k5  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  August.    This  is  an  advance  of  8  cents  per  hundredweight  from 
July,  but  a  decline  of  Ik  cents  from  a  year  earlier.    Class  I  prices  in  Cleveland, 
Akron,  and  Canton,  Ohio  were  up  k6  cents  per  hundredweight  from  July.    Home  and 
store  prices  gained  mostly  from  1  to  lj  cents  per  quart.    Dealer  prices  at 
Columbus,  Ohio  were  unchanged,  but  half -gallons  increased  1  cent  and  gallons  from 
k  to  5  cents.    Class  I  and  home  delivery  prices  at  Evansville,  Ind.  were  the  same 
as  July  but  store  half -gallons  ranged  from  2  cents  lower  to  3  cents  higher.  Alton 
and  Rock  Island,  111.,  Class  I  prices  increased  21  cents  per  hundredweight,  but 
except  for  a  decline  of  lj  to  2  cents  for  store  half -gallons  at  Alton,  111.  no  other 
changes  were  reported  for  these  markets.    Dealers'  prices  at  Springfield,  111.  were 
not  reported,  but  store  half -gallons  were  up  one-half  cent.    Chicago  Class  I  and 
home  delivery  prices  were  unchanged  but  store  gallons  dropped  10  cents.  Peoria, 
111.  dealer  prices  are  not  currently  determined,  but  store  quarts  were  down  1  cent. 
Southern  Michigan  Class  I  prices  are  not  currently  determined  but  at  Grand  Rapids, 
Mich,  price  war  activity  intensified  with  some  store  half -gallons  declining  1  cent 
and  half -gallons,  2  to  6  cents.    Store  half -gallons  at  Lansing  increased  3  cents. 
Marquette,  Mich,  and  Green  Bay,  Wis.  Class  I  prices  gained  21  cents  per  hundredweight. 
Home  and  store  prices  were  up  1  to  2  cents  per  quart  in  Green  Bay.  Prices  at  Madison, Wis 
were  unchanged  except  for  a  4-cent  gain  in  gallon  prices. 

West  North  Central  Region  fluid  use  prices,  at  $^.37  per  hundredweight  in 
early  August,  advanced  1^  cents  from  last  month  and  12  cents  from  August  a  year 
earlier.    Class  I  prices  in  the  Greater  Kansas  City  area  increased  31  cents  per 
hundredweight  from  July,  but  consumer  prices  were  generally  unchanged.  Fluid 
prices  were  up  20  to  21  cents  per  hundredweight  at  Burlington,  Des  Moines,  and 
Ft.  Dodge,  Iowa  and  in  St.  Louis  and  Springfield,  Mo.,  for  the  only  reported  changes 
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in  these  markets.    Aberdeen,  S.  D.  store  quarts  gained  1  cent  for  the  only  change 
in  that  market.    Wichita,  Kans.  Class  I  prices  declined  slightly  and  some  store 
half -gallons  were  down  1^  cents,  while  store  gallons  were  up  from  2  to  5  cents. 

Prices  of  milk  for  fluid  milk  use  in  South  Atlantic  area  in  early  August 
averaged  $5.91  per  hundredweight.    This  is  1  cent  less  than  last  month  and  August 
of  last  year.    An  increase  in  half -gallon  prices  out-of-stores  was  the  only  change 
reported  in  Wilmington,  Del.    Charleston  and  Huntington,  W.  Va.  Class  I  prices 
advanced  12  cents  per  hundredweight.    Reported  home  and  store  prices  in  these 
markets  were  unchanged.    Wheeling,  W.  Va.  Class  I  prices  were  up  55  cents  per 
hundredweight.    Other  prices  in  this  market  have  not  been  reported.  Charleston, 
S.  C.  Class  I  prices  advanced  from  lower  levels  as  price  war  conditions  relaxed. 
Other  prices  in  this  market  were  the  same  as  in  July.    Store  half -gallon  prices 
show  small  adjustment  in        Tampa-St.  Petersburg,  Fla.,  for  the  only  price  change 
in  the  market. 

Fluid  use  prices  in  the  East  South  Central  Region  in  early  August  averaged 
$5*3^  Per  hundredweight.    This  is  h  cents  above  July  and  10  cents  higher  than 
August  last  year.    Class  I  prices  in  Paducah,  Ky.  were  31  cents  per  hundredweight 
higher  than  July,  but  home  and  store  prices  were  unchanged.    Memphis,  Tenn., 
Class  I  prices  advanced  19  cents  per  hundredweight,  but  consumer  prices  remained 
at  July  levels.    Fluid  use  prices  in  Chattanooga  and  Nashville,  Tenn.,  were  un- 
changed but  store  prices  in  both  markets  were  lower  for  some  items. 

West  South  Central  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  milk  use  in  early  August  averaged 
$5*51  per  hundredweight  --  7  cents  higher  than  July  and  20  cents  more  than  August 
a  year  earlier.    Class  I  prices  in  Ft.  Smith,  Ark.,  were  about  the  same  as  July 
but  home  delivered  quarts  and  store-half  gallons  made  advances.    Little  Rock,  Ark. 
fluid  use  prices  advanced  19  cents  per  hundredweight;  home  delivery  quarts  dropped 
a  cent  but  some  store  quarts  were  up  a  cent.    Fluid  use  prices  in  Tulsa,  Okla. 
were  11  cents  per  hundredweight  higher,  but  most  home  and  store  prices  declined 
1  cent  per  quart.    Austin  and  Dallas,  Tex.  prices  for  fluid  use  were  mostly  a  cent 
higher.    Galveston  and  Houston,  Tex.,  Class  I  prices  advanced  26  cents  per  hundred- 
weight, with  reported  home  and  store  prices  up  a  cent  per  quart. 

Average  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  the  Mountain  States  were  $5*24  per 
hundredweight  in  early  August.    This  is  1  cent  above  last  month  and  7  cent  greater 
than  August  last  year.    Half -gallons  advanced  2  cents  in  Albuquerque,  N.  Mex., 
for  the  only  price  change  in  the  market.    In  Phoenix,  Ariz.,  which  has  experienced 
price  war  conditions  for  some  time,  store  half -gallons  declined  further  on  July  20. 
No  other  price  changes  occurred  in  this  market. 

Prices  for  fluid  use       milk  in  Pacific  Coast  areas  during  early  August 
averaged  $5»31  P«r  hundredweight  —  1  cent  above  July  1  but  1  cent  under  August 
last  year.    The  first  announcement  of  Oregon  Class  I  prices  under  the  recently 
enacted  Milk  Stabilization  Act  resulted  in  a  decline  of  25  cents  per  hundredweight 
from  the  July  level  in  Medford  and  increases  of  15  cents  in  Portland  and  Salem. 
Home  and  store  prices  in  these  markets  were  unchanged.

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SALES  OF  MILK  AND  CREAM  AND  RECEIPTS  FROM  PRODUCERS  IN  CERTAIN  MARKETING 
AREAS  UNDER  STATE  AND  FEDERAL  REGULATION,  MAY-JUNE  1963 

Sales  of  whole  milk  in  June  down  1  percent  from  last  year 

Whole  milk  sales  during  June  in  8l  marketing  areas  averaged  82.9  million 
pounds  per  day,  7  percent  less  than  in  May  and  1  percent  under  the  83.6  million 
pounds  daily  in  June  a  year  ago.  Last  year  there  were  26  sales  days  other  than 
Sundays  during  June,  while  this  year  there  were  25.    Cumulative  sales  for  the 
first  6  months  of  this  year  were  1.6  percent  above  the  corresponding  period  of 
1962.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  whole  milk  sales  in  May  was  3-53  percent,  com- 
pared with  3.5^  percent  for  both  the  previous  month  and  May  of  1962. 

Skim  milk  sales  increase  8  percent  from  May  1962 

Skim  milk  in  80  marketing  areas  during  May  averaged  1  percent  more  than  in 
April  and  8  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    Total  sales  in  the  first  5  months  of 
1963  were  8  percent  greater  than  in  the  comparable  period  of  last  year.  Market 
groupings  showing  sales  gains  of  more  than  10  percent  in  the  January-May  period 
as  compared  with  a  year  earlier  were:  Southeastern  New  England,  three  Indiana 
markets,  two  Wisconsin  markets,  Kansas  City-St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  St.  Louis  and 
Suburban  St.  Louis,  Mo. -111.,  Ozarks,  Mo. -Ark.,  two  South  Dakota  markets,  three 
Kansas  markets,  Upper  Chesapeake  Bay,  Md.,  Inland  Empire,  and  California.  The 
average  milkfat  test  of  skim  milk  sales  in  May  was  1.23  percent,  compared  with 
1.22  percent  in  both  the  previous  month  and  May  of  last  year. 

Milk  and  cream  mixture  sales  in  May  up  1  percent  from  1962 

May  sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (half-and-half)  in  75  marketing  areas, 
on  an  average  daily  basis,  were  about  the  same  as  April  but  1  percent  above 
May  1962.    Total  sales  in  the  period  January  through  May  1963  were  unchanged 
from  the  comparable  months  of  1962.    Of  the  kO  market  groupings  shown,  sales 
for  this  period  declined  in  21  areas,  were  unchanged  in  4,  but  were  higher  in  15 • 
The  average  milkfat  test  of  May  sales  of  mixtures  at  11.8  percent,  was  the 
same  as  both  the  previous  month  and  May  of  last  year. 

May  fluid  cream  sales  unchanged  from  last  year 

Average  daily  sales  of  fluid  cream  products  (other  than  mixtures)  during 
May  in  76  marketing  areas  were  up  2  percent  from  April  and  unchanged  from  the 
same  month  a  year  ago.    In  the  January-May  period  of  this  year,  sales  were  running 
3  percent  under  the  corresponding  period  of  1962.    Of  the  kO  market  groups,  29 
recorded  less  sales  for  the  same  period  than  last  year,  while  11  had  more  sales.

Total  fluid  sales  during  May  up  k  percent  from  1962 

Average  daily  sales  of  total  fluid  items  in  79  marketing  areas  during  May  declined  2  percent  from 
April  but  were  k  percent  above  May  I962.    Total  sales  in  these  areas  in  the  first  5  months  of  1963  were 
3  percent  above  the  comparable  period  of  last  year.    Of  the  1+3  market  groups  shown,  January-May  average 
daily  deliveries  were  higher  in  38,  unchanged  in  1,  and  lower  in  h.    Market  groupings  showing  losses 
were:    Boston,  Springfield-Worcester,  Inland  Empire  and  Puget  Sound.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  May 
sales  of  n.1 1  fluid  items  at  3* 62  percent,  compared  with  3 •  63  in  April  and  ^.6k  percent  in  May  1962. 

Three-percent  increase  from  last  year  in  June  producer  receipts 

Producer  receipts  in  86  marketing  areas  during  June  were  3  percent  greater  than  in  the  same  month 
of  1962.    At  an  average  of  902  pounds  per  day,  receipts  per  producer  were  9  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 

Milk  production  in  July  down  0.5  percent  from  a  year  earlier 

July  milk  production  in  the  United  States,  at  10. 9  billion  pounds,  was  down  0.5  percent  from  a 
year  earlier  and  about  1  percent  below  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month.    The  mid-year  review  of  the 
June  number  of  milk  cows  resulted  in  a  slightly  lower  estimate  of  June  production.    Revised  June 
production  is  now  0.7  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier.    Average  daily  production  in  July  declined  11 
percent  from  the  revised  estimate  for  June.    July  production  amounted  to  I.85  pounds  per  person  daily, 
compared  with  2.09  pounds  in  June  and  I.89  pounds  in  July  1962.

SUMMARY 


Dealers'  buying  prices  for  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  early  October 
generally  followed  seasonal  increases,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  Fluid 
use  prices  were  higher  in  26  markets,  or  l  out  of  every  6.    No  declines  were  re- 
ported in  prices  at  producer  levels.    Single  quart  home  delivery  prices  were 
higher  in  17  markets  but  lower  in  3»    Store  quarts  advanced  in  21  markets  but  de- 
clined in  8.    Prices  for  milk  in  half -gallons  at  stores  decreased  in  17  markets, 
but  were  higher  in  only  13 •    Gallon  jugs  out-of -stores  showed  price  gains  in  22 
markets;  in  3  markets  prices  were  down. 

Fluid  use  prices  in  about  l6o  markets  in  the  United  States  in  early  October 
averaged  $5«^9  Pe*"  hundredweight.    This  is  8  cents  greater  than  September  but  at 
about  the  same  level  as  October  of  last  year.    The  average  this  month  is  13  cents 
per  hundredweight  under  the  October  1957-61  average.    Regional  averages  were  higher 
than  September  in  8  of  the  9  regions  and  these  gains  ranged  from  1  cent  per  hundred- 
weight in  the  East  South  Central  to  22  cents  per  hundredweight  in  New  England. 
Only  the  Pacific  Coas:t  average  was  unchanged  from  last  month.    Compared  with  the 
previous  year,  the  October  average  was  higher  in  5  of  the  9  regions.    These  increases 
ranged  from  8  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  East  South  Central  Region  to  28  cents 
in  the  West  South  Central  Region.    Other  important  increases  over  the  previous  year 
were  22  cents  per  hundredweight  in  New  England  and  13  cents  in  the  West  North  Central 
Region.    The  average  was  9  cents  per  hundredweight  over  October  1962  in  the  Mountain 
States.    Lower  regional  averages  were  reported  in  k  regions  and  these  ranged  from 

1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  Pacific  Coast  areas  to  9  cents  in  the  Middle  Atlantic. 
An  8-cent  per  hundredweight  decrease  was  reported  for  the  East  North  Central  Region 
and  a  2-cent  per  hundredweight  decline  in  the  South  Atlantic  States. 

The  average  prices  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  delivered  to  homes 
in  single  quarts  in  25  major  cities  in  early  October  averaged  27. 3  cents.    This  is 
one-tenth  of  a  cent  higher  than  September  and  two-tenths  of  a  cent  over  October  1962. 
Compared  with  the  1957-61  average  for  October,  the  price  this  month  is  1.2  cents 
greater.       Average  increases  of  about  one -half  cent  per  quart  for  this  unit  of 
delivery  were  reported  for  Boston,   Indianapolis,  and  Minneapolis,  and  a  cent  for 
Philadelphia.    A  decline  of  a  cent  was  reported  for  Kansas  City. 

Preliminary  whole  milk,  sales  during  August  in  8l  State  and  Federal  marketing 
areas  on  an  average  daily  basis  were  3  percent  greater  than  both  July  this  year 
and  August  1962.    July  skim  milk  sales  in  80  marketing  areas  during  July  were 

2  percent  above  June  and  12  percent  greater  than  the  year  earlier  level.  Sales 

of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  in  July  declined  1  percent  from  June  but  were  only  slightly 
below  a  year  earlier.    Sales  of  fluid  cream  products  in  76  areas  during  July  were 
6  percent  less  than  June  but  fractionally  more  than  July  1962.    July  average  daily 
sales  of  a-i  1  fluid  products  in  79  areas  were  1  percent  above  June  and  were  6  percent 
more  than  in  the  same  month  of  last  year.    Average  daily  receipts  during  August  in 
86  areas  were  3  percent  greater  than  August  a  year  earlier.    Per  producer,  receipts 
averaged  771  pounds  per  day  or  9  percent  higher  than  last  year.

PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  OCTOBER  I963 


Dealers'  buying  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  New  England  markets  in  early 
October  averaged  $6-46  per  hundredweight  --  22  cents  above  both  last  month  and 
October  1962.    October  dealers'  buying  prices  in  all  reporting  markets  were  in- 
creased 22  cents  per  hundredweight,  except  in  Vermont  where  they  are  not  currently 
determined.     Home  delivery  single  quart  prices  in  Augusta,  Me.,  were  one-half  to 
l|-  cents  per  quart  above  September,  but  prices  in  Portland  were  unchanged. 
New  Hampshire  home  delivery  and  store  prices  ranged  one-half  to  1  cent  per  quart 
higher  except  for  store  half -gallons,  which  were  reduced  one-half  to  1  cent  per 
quart.    Burlington,  Vt.,  out-of -store  quarts  advanced  1  cent  and  half -gallons, 
2  cents.    Consumer  prices  at  Boston,  Springfield,  Worcester,  Mass.  and  all  areas 
of  Rhode  Island  were  generally  one-half  cent  per  quart  higher.    Lowell -Lawrence, 
Mass.  resale  prices  were  not  reported,  while  New  Bedford,  Mass.  consumer  prices 
were  unchanged.    Hartford  and  New  Haven,  Conn,  milk  in  half-gallons  out-of-stores 
gained  1  cent;  Hartford  store  gallons  made  only  small  increases; while  gallons  at 
New  Haven  increased  7  cents. 

Class  I  prices  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  Region  in  early  October  averaged  $6.13 
per  hundredweight  --  17  cents  more  than  last  month  but  9  cents  less  than  a  year 
earlier.     Dealers'  buying  prices  in  the  New  York-New  Jersey  Federal  Order  area 
advanced  17  cents  per  hundredweight.    Home  delivery  and  store  quarts  at  Albany 
increased  1  cent  per  quart  and  half -gallons  out-of-stores  were  6  cents  higher. 
In  the  New  York  Metropolitan  market,  prices  out-of -store  outlets  for  quarts  were 
from  5  cents  lower  to  one-half  cent  higher;  half -gallons  ranged  from  down  k  cents 
to  up  1  cent  and  gallon  jugs  were  reduced  2  to  11  cents.    Home  delivery  prices  in 
this  market  appeared  to  make  few  changes.    In  northern  New  Jersey,  single  quart 
home  delivery  prices  were  reduced  1  cent  but  quarts  out-of-stores  were  advanced 
1  cent.    Trenton,  N.  J.  Class  I  prices  were  the  same  as  September;  consumer  prices 
were  reported  unchanged  except  for  some  store  gallons  which  increased  5  cents. 
Class  I  prices  in  Philadelphia  increased  kO  cents  per  hundredweight  and  consumer 
prices  were  generally  up  1  cent  per  quart  for  all  container  sizes. 

East  North  Central  Region  dealers'  buying  prices  in  early  October  averaged 
$4.53  per  hundredweight,  2  cents  more  than  last  month  but  8  cents  less  than 
October  1962.    Except  for  Columbus,  Ohio,  where  Class  I  prices  are  unchanged  and 
Toledo,  where  current  prices  are  not  determined,  all  other  Ohio  markets  experienced 
minor  increases  in  dealers'  buying  prices.    At  Cleveland  and  Toledo,  some  store 
half -gallons  were  2  cents  higher,  while  at  Columbus  store  quarts  were  1  cent  lower 
in  some  cases.    Peoria,  111.  fluid  use  buying  prices  are  not  currently  determined 
but  gallon  jugs  were  selling  out-of-stores  from  h  to  12  cents  higher.  Springfield, 
111.  reported  gallon  jugs  out-of-stores  at  10  to  20  cents  below  the  September 
level  but  other  prices  were  unchanged.    Class  I  prices  in  the  lower  penninsula 
of  Michigan  markets  are  not  currently  determined  but  store  quarts  at  Detroit  were 
1  cent  lower  in  some  cases;  store  half -gallons  in  Grand  Rapids  were  down  2  cents. 
Beloit,  Wis.,  Class  I  prices  were  unchanged  but  store  prices  were  1  cent  per 
quart  lower,  while  some  gallon  jugs  were  1  cent  per  quart  higher. 
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West  North  Central  average  dealers'  buying  prices  in  early  October  were 
$^•39  per  hundredweight       2  cents  higher  than  September  and  12  cents  above 
October  1962.    Class  I  prices  in  Minneapolis -St.  Paul  were  about  the  same  as 
September  but  home  and  store  prices  were  unchanged  to  as  much  as  2  cents  per 
quart  higher  in  some  units.    Class  I  prices  and  half -gallons  in  the  greater 
Kansas  City  marketing  area  were  about  the  same  as  October  levels.    However,  single 
quart  and  gallon  store  prices  were  higher  in  most  instances.    In  the  Missouri 
portion  of  the  area,  single  quart  home  delivery  prices  were  down  a  cent. 

Class  I  prices  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  averaged  $6.00  even  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  October.    This  is  5  cents  above  September  but  2  cents  under 
October  a  year  earlier.    Class  I  prices  in  Wilmington,  Del.  advanced  ho  cents 
per  hundredweight.    Store  half -gallons  were  2  cents  higher,  but  other  quoted 
prices  were  unchanged.    Charleston,  S.  C.  Class  I  prices  were  up  k-9  cents  per 
hundredweight.    The  only  other  reported  price  change  was  a  4-cent  drop  in  half- 
gallons  out-of- store.    Class  I  prices  in  Tampa-St.  Petersburg,  Fla.  remained 
unchanged  from  September  to  October.    Store  half -gallons  were  unchanged  to  7 
cents  lower  and  gallons  unchanged  to  5  cents  higher. 

In  the  East  South  Central  Region,  early  October  fluid  use  prices  averaged 
$5 '37  per  hundredweight  --  1  cent  over  September  and  8  cents  greater  than 
October  a  year  ago.    Paducah,  Ky.  reported  a  slight  increase  in  store  quarts 
and  a  slight  decrease  in  store  half -gallons  for  the  only  important  price  change 
in  the  market.    In  Memphis,  Tenn.  half -gallons  out-of- stores  dropped  from  k  to 
6  cents.    Other  prices  made  fewer  changes.    Nashville,  Tenn.  prices  were 
generally  the  same  as  September,  except  for  store  quarts  which  were  down  a  cent 
and  gallon  jugs  which  were  up  one-half  of  a  cent  per  quart. 

Dealers1  buying  prices  in  the  West  South  Central  States  averaged  $5*62  per 
hundredweight.    This  is  8  cents  greater  than  last  month  and  28  cents  higher 
than  October  last  year.    Shreveport,  La.  Class  I  home  delivery  and  store  half- 
gallon  prices  were  unchanged  from  September.    Store  prices  were  about  a  cent 
higher  for  quarts  and  3  cents  for  half -gallons.    The  only  reported  price  changes 
for  Oklahoma  City  were  a  ij-cent  drop  in  half-gallons  and  a  5-cent  decrease  in 
gallon  jugs  out -of- stores.    In  Austin,  Tex.,  an  increase  of  8  cents  per  hundred- 
weight in  the  Class  I  price  and  2  cents  per  half -gallon  out-of- store  was  reported. 
Other  prices  in  this  market  was  the  same  as  September.    Galveston  and  Houston, 
Tex.  reported  a  20-cent  per  hundredweight  increase  in  Class  I  prices.  Slight 
upward  differences  in  some  store  prices  in  both  markets  were  noted. 

In  the  Mountain  States,  average  dealers1  buying  prices  in  early  October  were 
$5*28  per  hundredweight.    This  is  2  cents  over  September  and  9  cents  more  than 
October  I962.    Slight  increases  in  Class  I  prices  in  Denver,  Salt  Lake  City, 
and  Albuquerque  were  reported.    The  only  important  change  at  consumer  levels 
reported  was  a  2-cent  decline  in  half -gallons  out-of -stores  at  Albuquerque. 

On  the  Pacific  Coast,  dealers'  buying  prices  in  early  October  averaged 
$5*31  per  hundredweight  --  unchanged  from  last  month  but  1  cent  less  than 
October  a  year  earlier.    Gallon  jug  prices  in  both  Portland  and  Salem,  Oregon 
were  reported  from  11  to  lh  cents  higher  than  September  in  store  outlets. 
Other  prices  in  these  markets  were  unchanged.    Sacramento,  Calif,  reported 
a  1-cent  per  quart  increase  in  all  home  and  store  prices.

August  whole  milk  sales  up  3  percent 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  (preliminary)  in  81  State  and  Federal 
marketing  areas  during  August,  at  8U.9  million  pounds,  were  nearly  3  percent 
greater  than  July  and  about  3  percent  above  the  82.5  million  pounds  in  August 
1962.    Total  sales  for  the  January-August  period  were  2,1  percent  more  than 
the  comparable  period  of  last  year.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  whole  milk 
sales  in  July  was  3.53  percent  compared  with  3.53  in  June  and  3.5U  a  year  earlier. 

Skim  milk  sales  in  July  gain  12  percent  from  a  year  earlier 

July  sales  of  skim  milk  in  80  marketing  areas  were  2  percent  above  June 
and  were  12  percent  above  the  July  1962  level.    Combined  sales  for  the  first  7 
months  of  this  year  were  nearly  8  percent  greater  than  in  the  corresponding 
period  of  last  year.    Out  of  the  Uh  market  groupings  shown  in  the  table,  ko 
had  gains  in  sales  during  the  first  7  months,  2  were  below  a  year  earlier  and 
2  were  unchanged.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  July  sales  was  1.2k  percent  com- 
pared with  1. 21;  percent  in  June  and  1.18  percent  in  July  1962. 

July  half-and-half  sales  decline  fractionally 

Sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  (more  commonly  known  as  half  and  half)  de- 
clined more  than  1  percent  from  June  and  were  a  fraction  of  a  percent  below  a 
year  earlier.    Total  sales  in  the  first  7  months  of  this  year  were  1  percent 
less  than  in  the  like  period  of  1962.    Of  the  UO  market  groupings  shown,  21  ex- 
perienced fewer  sales  than  in  the  January  to  July  period  of  a  year  earlier,  lit 
had  more,  and  5  were  unchanged.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  July  sales  was  11.8 
percent  compared  with  11.8  percent  for  both  this  June  and  July  1962. 

Fluid  cream  sales  in  Julymake  small  gain  from  last  year 

Average  daily  sales  of  fluid  cream  products  during  July  were  6  percent  less 
than  in  June  but  fractionally  above  the  same  month  of  1962.    Cumulative  sales 
in  the  January  to  July  period  of  this  year  were  3  percent  less  than  in  the  same 
months  of  1962.    Within  the  IpL  market  groupings,  combined  January-July  sales 
were  less  than  a  year  earlier  in  27 ,  more  than  a  year  earlier  in  12  and  un- 
changed in  2,f    The  average  milkfat  test  of  sales  in  July  was  23.2  percent  com- 
pared with  23.8  percent  in  June  and  23.2  percent  in  July  1962. 

Total  fluid  product  sales  in  July  increase  6  percent 

Sales,  on  an  average  daily  basis,  of  all  fluid  products  in  79  areas  were 
1  percent  greater  than  June  and  were  about  6  percent  more  than  in  the  same 
month  of  last  year.    Cumulative  sales  in  the  first  7  months  of  this  year  were

Average  daily  receipts  from  producers  in  86  State  and  Federal  marketing  areas  combined  during 
August  were  3  percent  more  than  in  the  same  month  of  1962.    Average  receipts  per  producer    at  771 
pounds  per  day  were  9  percent  more  than  August  1962. 

September  milk  production  below  year-ago  level 

United  States  milk  production  for  September,  at  9.6  billion  pounds,  was  2.1  percent  above  the  1957-61 
average  for  the  month,  and  was  slightly  less  than  a  year  earlier.

Early  November  dealers 1  buying  prices  for  fluid  use  milk  and  prices  for  milk 
delivered  to  homes  and  sold  out-of -stores  were  at  about  October  levels,  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board  reports.    Dealer's  buying  prices  were  higher  in  8  markets  but  lower 
in  5  of  the  160  markets  reported.    For  single  quarts  delivered  to  homes,  prices  in 
2  markets  were  up  but  6  were  down.    At  stores,  quart  prices  increased  in  2  markets 
but  were  reduced  in  8;  half -gallons  advanced  in  12  but  declined  in  6;  gallon  prices 
gained  in  6  but  were  lower  in  5» 

Early  November  fluid  use  milk  prices  in  about  160  markets  in  the  United  States 
averaged  $5.51  per  hundredweight  -  2  cents  more  than  last  month  and  1  cent  more  than 
a  year  earlier.    Compared  with  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month,  the  current  level 
is  llj  cents  per  hundredweight  lower.    By  regions,  the  changes  from  early  October  were 
mostly  small  increases.    The  Middle  Atlantic  Region  average  increased  3  cents  per 
hundredweight,  while  the  West  South  Central  averaged  3  cents  higher.    Minor  upward 
changes  by  regions  were  2  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  East  South  Central  and  Moun- 
tain States  and  1  cent  in  the  East  and  West  North  Central.    In  the  New  England  and 
South  Atlantic  Regions,  a  1-cent-per-hundredweight  decline  occurred,  while  in  the 
Pacific  Region  the  average  was  unchanged.    Regional  changes  from  a  year  earlier 
ranged  from  29  cents  per  hundredweight  higher  to  h  cents  lower.    Prices  increased 
29  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  West  South  Central  Region,  10  cents  in  the  Mountain 
States,  7  cents  in  the  East  South  Central  Region,  and  1  cent  in  New  England.  Price 
decreases  by  regions  were:    6  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Middle  Atlantic,  h  cents 
in  the  East  North  Central,  3  cents  in  the  South  Atlantic,  2  cents  in  the  West  North 
Central,  and  1  cent  in  the  Pacific, 

The  average  price  per  single  quart  for  the  most  common  grade  of  home  delivered 
whole  milk  in  25  major  cities  in  early  November  was  27. h  cents.    This  is  the  same  as 
October  but  3  tenths  of  a  cent  higher  than  November  last  year.    The  only  reported 
change  from  October  for  this  group  of  markets  was  about  a  quarter  of  a  cent  increase 
in  New  York  Metropolitan. 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  (preliminary)  during  September  in  81  State  and 
Federal  marketing  areas  were  6  percent  higher  than  August  and  3  percent  above  Septem- 
ber last  year.    August  skim  milk  sales  in  80  of  these  areas  increased  3  percent  from 
July  and  were  10  percent  above  August  1962.    Milk  and  cream  mixture  sales  (half  and 
half)  in  August  in  75  areas  were  k  percent  higher  than  July  but  unchanged  from  a  year 
earlier.    Average  daily  sales  of  fluid  cream  items  in  76  areas  during  August  were  up 
1  percent  from  July  but  were  about  the  same  as  August  a  year  ago.    Total  fluid  sales 
in  79  areas  during  August  were  h  percent  greater  than  both  July  this  year  and  August 
last  year.    Average  daily  receipts  in  86  State  and  Federal  areas  during  September  were 
1  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    Receipts  per  producer  averaged  782  pounds  per  day  or 
7  percent  greater  than  last  year. 
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PRICES  IN  FLUID  MILK  MARKETS,  NOVEMBER  1963 


In  New  England    dealers'  buying  prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  in  early 
November  averaged  $6.U5  per  hundredweight.    This  is  1  cent  below  October  but 
1  cent  above  November  last  year.    Class  I  prices  in  all  Federal  markets  in 
the  region  were  1  cent  per  hundredweight  lower  than  in  October.    In  Bellows 
Falls,  Vt.,  where  dealers'  buying  prices  are  not  currently  determined,  home 
and  store  prices  were  about  1  cent  per  quart  higher.    Half -gallons  out-of- 
stores  advanced  a  cent  in  Rhode  Island, 

Prices  of  milk  used  for  fluid  purposes  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  Region  in 
early  November  averaged  $6.20  per  hundredweight  —  7  cents  higher  than  last 
month  but  6  cents  lower  than  November  1962.    Class  I  prices  in  the  New  York- 
New  Jersey  Federal  Order  area  were  11  cents  per  hundredweight  higher  than 
October.    In  most  of  this  marketing  area,  home  and  store  prices  were  unchanged. 
However,  in  the  New  York  Metropolitan  market,  home  delivered  prices  were 
about  one-fourth  of  a  cent  higher.    Quarts  out-of -stores  for  the  most  part 
advanced  a  cent  and  store  half -gallons  were  a  cent  higher  in  some  outlets. 
Gallon  jugs  ranged  from  2  to  13  cents  above  October  levels. 

Prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  averaged 
per  hundredweight.    This  is  1  cent  above  October  but  h  cents  below  November 
last  year.    With  a  slight  increase  in  Class  I  prices  in  Ohio  markets,  some  up- 
ward adjustments  in  store  prices  for  half -gallons  were  reported  in  Akron  and 
Canton.    Gallon  jugs  in  some  outlets  in  Cleveland  were  as  much  as  8  cents  above 
October  levels  but  in  Dayton,  store  gallons  dropped  h  cents.    In  Peoria,  111., 
where  producer  prices  are  not  currently  determined,  quarts  at  homes  and  stores 
were  unchanged,  but  half -gallons  out-of-stores  were  from  2  to  U  cents  lower. 
Gallon  jugs  in  some  store  outlets  advanced  2  cents,  but  in  other  stores  were 
8  cents  below  October.    Home  delivered  prices  in  Springfield,  111.  were  down 
a  cent  a  quart.    At  stores,  half -gallons  were  unchanged  but  quarts  were  lower 
and  gallons  were  from  11  to  2k  cents  higher.    Grand  Rapids,  Michigan  home  and 
delivered  and  store  quart  prices  were  about  a  cent  lower  but  half -gallons 
out-of-stores  were  a  cent  per  quart  higher.    Producer  prices  in  this  market 
are  not  currently  determined.    In  Beloit,  Wis.,  producer  prices  and  most 
selling  prices  prices  were  the  same  as  October.    However,  gallon  jugs  in  some 
stores  were  12  cents  lower.    In  Green  Bay,  Wis.  the  only  price  change  reported 
was  in  store  quarts  which  were  a  half -cent  to  a  cent  lower.    Superior,  Wis. 
reported  a  17  cent-drop  in  Class  I  prices ;  no  other  price  changes  were  reported. 

Fluid  use  prices  in  West  North  Central  areas  averaged  $U. UO  per  hundred- 
weight— 1  cent  more  than  October  but  2  cents  less  than  November  1962.  In 
Minnesota  markets,  Class  I  prices  in  Duluth  decreased  17  cents  per  hundred- 
weight and  in  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul,  lh  cents.    Home  and  store  prices  in 
each  of  these  markets  were  reported  at  month  earlier  levels.  Burlington, 
Iowa  prices  were  reported  from  2  to  3  cents  higher  for  store  half-gallons. 
No  other  price  changes  in  this  market  were  reported.    A  1-cent  decline  in  store 
quart  prices  for  Aberdeen,  S.  D.  was  the  only  reported  change  in  this  market. 
Sioux  Falls,  S,  D.  half-gallons  out-of-stores  advanced  2  cents.    No  other 
sizable  change  in  prices  for  this  market  was  reported.    Class  I  and  home 
delivered  prices  in  Topeka,  Kansas  were  virtually  unchanged.    Store  prices  in 
some  outlets  were  as  much  as  3  cents  lower  than  the  previous  month. 


In  the  South  Atlantic  Region,  Class  I  prices  in  early  November  averaged  $5.99 
per  hundredweight  —  1  cent  lower  than  October  and  3  cents  below  November  a  year 
ago*    Class  I  prices  in  Charleston,  S.  C.  were  reported  from  8  to  kh  cents  below 
October  levels.    Home  and  store  prices  showed  no  changes.    The  only  reported  change 
in  Miami,  Fla.  prices  was  a  12-cent  decline  in  half -gallons  out-of -stores.    In  the 
Tampa-St.  Petersburg  market,  Class  I  and  home  delivered  prices  were  the  same  as 
October.    Some  store  prices  were  unchanged,  but  at  other  stores  the  price  was  as 
much  as  k  cents  per  quart  lower. 

East  South  Central  Region  prices  for  fluid  use  in  early  November  averaged 
$5.39  per  hundredweight.    This  is  2  cents  above  October  and  7  cents  higher  than 
November  last  year.    Class  I  prices  in  Memphis,  Tenn.  were  16  cents  higher  than 
October.    Home  delivered  prices  were  unchanged,  but  with  chaotic  price  conditions 
in  the  market,  store  prices  have  not  been  reported.    Nashville,  Tenn.  Class  I  and 
store  prices  were  unchanged  but  home  delivery  prices  were  1  cent  per  quart  lower. 

In  the  West  South  Central  States,  prices  of  milk  for  fluid  use  in  early  November 
averaged  $5.65  per  hundredweight  —  increases  of  3  cents  from  the  previous  month 
and  29  cents  from  November  last  year.    Class  I  prices  in  Little  Rock,  Ark.  were  up 
16  cents  per  hundredweight.    Half -gallons  out-of -stores  were  2  cents  higher  for  the 
only  other  reported  price  change  in  the  market.    In  Shreveport,  La.  Class  I  prices 
were  the  same  as  October.    Quarts,  both  home  delivered  and  stores,  were  down  a  cent 
and  store  half -gallons ,  one-half  cent  per  quart  lower.    Gallon  jugs  advanced  a  cent 
per  quart.    Oklahoma  City,  Okla.  reported  unchanged  Class  I  and  home  and  store  quart 
prices  but  store  half -gallons  increased  k  cents  and  gallons  were  up  5  cents.  In 
Austin,  Tex.,  the  Class  I  price  advanced  6  cents  per  hundredweight;  home  and  store 
quarts  were  the  same  as  October,  but  half -gallons  out-cf -stores  dropped  2  cents. 
Dallas,  Texas  reported  a  7-cent  increase  in  Class  I  prices  with  quarts  at  homes  and 
stores  unchanged.    In  some  outlets,  half -gallons  out-of -stores  were  2  cents  higher. 
El  Paso,  Texas  Class  I  prices  were  up  10  cents  per  hundredweight.    Home  delivery 
quarts  dropped  3  cents  and  store  quarts  were  2  cents  lower.    Half-gallon  prices  in 
this  market  were  reported  unchanged. 

Mountain  State  fluid  use  prices  in  early  November  averaged  $5.30  per  hundred- 
weight.    This  is  a  rise  of  2  cents  from  October  and  a  gain  of  10  cents  from 
November  1962.    The  only  reported  price  change  in  Idaho  Falls,  Idaho  was  a 
1-cent  decline  in  home  delivery  prices.    Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  Class  I  and 
home  and  store  prices  were  virtually  unchanged,  but  half -gallons  and  gallons  out- 
of  -stores  were  up  lj  cents  per  quart.    Class  I  prices  in  Albuquerque,  N.  Mex. 
advanced  10  cents  per  hundredweight.    Quarts  at  homes  and  stores  were  unchanged 
but  store  half -gallons  were  up  2  cents. 

On  the  Pacific  Coast5  fluid  use  prices  in  early  November  averaged  $5.31  per 
hundredweight  —  unchanged  from  October  but  a  cent  below  November  last  year.  No 
individual  market  price  changes  were  reported  for  this  region.

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SALES  Of  MILK  AND  CREAM  ANT'  RECEIPTS  FROM  PRODUCERS  IN  CERTAIN  MARKETING

September  sales  of  whole  milk  increase  3  percent  from  a  year  earlier 

Sales  of  whole  milk  (preliminary)  on  an  average  daily  basis  in  81  State  and 
Federal  marketing  areas  during  September,  at  90.8  million  pounds,  were  6  percent 
higher  than  August  and  3  percent  more  than  the  87.8  million  pounds  a  year  earlier. 
Cumulative  whole  milk  sales  in  the  first  9  months  of  the  year  were  2,h  percent 
greater  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1962.    The  average  milkfat  test  of 
whole  milk  sales  in  August,  at  3.53  percent,  was  unchanged  from  both  the  previous 
month  and  August  a  year  ago. 

Skim  milk  sales  in  August  10  percent  higher  than  last  year 

Sales  of  skim  milk  items  in  80  State  and  Federal  markets  during  August 
advanced  3  percent  from  July  and  were  10  percent  above  August  1962.    Total  sales 
in  these  markets  for  the  January-August  period  were  8  percent  above  the  comparable 
period  last  year.    Of  the  kk  market  groupings  shown,  31  had  gains  of  5  percent  or 
more  in  sales  for  the  January-August  period,  as  compared  with  a  year  earlier.  The 
average  milkfat  test  of  August  sales  of  skim  milk,  at  1.26  percent,  compares  with 
1.2i±  percent  in  July  and  1.20  in  August  1962. 

August  half-and-half  sales  unchanged  from  1962 

Sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  in  75  State  and  Federal  milk  marketing  areas 
during  August  on  an  average  daily  basis  were  h  percent  more  than  July,  but  unchanged 
from  August  1962.    Total  sales  in  these  markets  for  January-August  of  this  year 
were  about  1  percent  less  than  during  the  similar  period  last  year.    Seven  out  of 
k0  market  groupings  had  reductions  in  sales  of  5  percent  or  more  during  the  8-month 
period.    They  were  Rochester,  Philadelphia,  the  five  Iowa  areas,  two  South  Dakota 
areas,  the  three  Kansas  areas,  Southeastern  Florida  and  Puget  Sound.    The  average 
milkfat  test  of  August  sales  of  mixtures,  at  11.9  percent,  compares  with  11.8  in 
both  July  1963  and  August  a  year  ago. 

No  change  from  year  earlier  in  August  fluid  cream  sales 

Fluid  cream  product  sales  on  an  average  daily  basis  in  76  areas  during  August 
were  1  percent  above  July  but  were  practically  unchanged  from  a  year  earlier.  Of 
the  hi  area  groupings,  16  reported  higher  sales  than  July  -  7  groups  with  increases 
of  5  percent  or  more.    In  two  groups,  sales  were  about  the  same  as  July,  but  in 
23  groups  sales  were  lower.    Combined  sales  in  the  January -August  period  were  more 
than  2  percent  below  those  in  the  comparable  period  of  1962.    The  average  milkfat 
test  of  August  cream  sales,  at  22.8  percent,  compares  with  23.2  percent  in  July 
and  22.9-  in  August  1962.

August  total  fluid  sales  increase  k  percent 

Average  daily  sales  of  all  fluid  items  in  79  State  and  Federal  marketing  areas  during  August  were 
nearly  k  percent  above  July  and  more  than  h  percent  above  August  a  year  ago.    Combined  sales  in  these  markets 
during  the  first  8  months  of  this  year  were  nearly  3  percent  more  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1962. 
The  August  average  milkfat  test  of  all  fluid  sales,  at  3.58  percent,  was  the  same  as  July  but  below  the  year 
earlier  average  of  3.6l  percent. 

Producer  receipts  gain  nearly  1  percent  during  September 

Average  daily  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  in  86  State  and  Federal  marketing  areas  during  September 
were  nearly  1  percent  more  than  in  the  same  month  last  year.    Receipts  per  producer,  at  an  average  of  782 
pounds  per  day,  were  7  percent  more  than  in  September  1962. 

United  States  October  milk  production  down  2  percent 

October  milk  production  in  the  United  States,  at  9.5  billion  pounds,  was  2  percent  less  than  a  year 
earlier  but  2  percent  more  than  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month.    Total  production  in  the  January-October 
period  was  down  1  percent  from  the  comparable  period  of  last  year.    On  a  per  capita  basis,  October  production 
was  equivalent  to  1.62  pounds  daily,  compared  with  1.67  pounds  a  year  earlier.

Prices  of  milk  for  both  dealers'  purchases  and  home  and  store  sales  in 
early  December  made  only  small  adjustments  from  the  previous  month,  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board  reports.    Dealers'  fluid  use  prices  in  13  markets,  equal  to 
1  in  12,  were  higher;  prices  were  reported  lover  in  8.    Home  delivery  prices 
advanced  in  9  markets  and  declined  in  1.    Store  quarts  were  up  in  3D  markets  and 
down  in  3.    Half -gallons  out  of  stores  increased  in  price  in  Ik  markets  "but 
decreased  in  7»    Gallon  jugs  in  store  outlets  were  higher  in  7  markets  and 
lower  in  2. 

Prices  of  milk  for  fluid  use  in  160  markets  in  early  December  averaged  $5*51 
per  hundredweight.    This  is  the  same  as  last  month  but  h  cents  higher  than  December 
a  year  ago.    The  average  was  higher  than  November  in  h  regions,  about  the  same  in 
3,  and  lower  in  3»    Compared  with  last  year,  December  averages  were  higher  in  6  of 
the  9  regions;  increases  ranged  from  3  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Middle  Atlantic 
States  to  27  cents  in  the  West  South  Central.    Other  sizable  regional  increases 
over  December  a  year  ago  were  21  cents  per  hundredweight  in  New  England;  15  cents 
in  the  East  South  Central,  and  13  cents  in  the  West  North  Central.    The  Mountain 
Region  average  was  6  cents  per  hundredweight  higher  than  December  1962.    The  de- 
creases from  a  year  earlier  were:    1  cent  per  hundredweight  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
States;  3  cents  in  the  South  Atlantic;  and  h  cents  in  the  East  North  Central. 

Single  quart  prices  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  delivered  to 
homes  in  25  major  cities  in  early  December  averaged  27*5  cents.    This  is  one- 
tenth  cent  above  November  and  five-tenths  of  a  cent  over  December  1962.  Compared 
with  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month,  prices  were  1.3  cents  higher.  Reported 
increases  in  the  single  quart  price  from  November  to  December  were  1  cent  in 
Kansas  City  and  one-half  cent  in  Baltimore. 

Whole  milk  sales  (preliminary)  in  8l  State  and  Federal  Marketing  areas  during 
October,  on  a  daily  average  basis,  advanced  5  percent  from  September  and  were  3 
percent  higher  than  October  I962.    September  whole  milk  sales  increased  5  percent 
from  August  and  were  3  percent  over  September  last  year.    September  skim  milk  sales 
in  80  areas  were  the  same  as  August  but  were  10  percent  greater  than  a  year  earlier. 
Milk  and  cream  mixture  sales  (half-and-half)  for  September  for  75  areas  declined 
k  percent  from  August  and  were  3  percent  below  September  last  year.    Other  fluid 
cream  product  sales  in  j6  areas  during  September  decreased  6  percent  from  August 
and  were  3  percent  lower  than  September  a  year  ago.    Total  sales  of  fluid  products 
in  79  areas  during  September  increased  k  percent  from  August  and  were  3  percent 
greater  than  September  last  year.    Receipts  from  producers  in  86  State  and  Federal 
areas  during  October  totaled  about  the  same  as  October  a  year  ago.    Per  producer, 
October  receipts  were  791  pounds  daily  or  6  percent  higher  than  October  1962.

December.    This  was  1  cent  per  hundredweight  less  than  November  but  3  cents  more 
than  December  1962.    New  York-New  Jersey  Federal  Order  Class  I  prices  were  2 
cents  per  hundredweight  below  a  month  earlier.    In  Northern  New  Jersey,  some 
quarts  out-of -stores  were  down  3  cents  and  some  half -gallons  were  off  2  cents. 
No  other  price  changes  for  the  region  were  reported. 

Prices  for  milk  for  fluid  use  averaged  $4.5^  per  hundredweight  in  the  East 
North  Central  Region  during  early  December.    This  is  the  same  as  last  month 
but  k  cents  under  year  earlier  prices.    Class  I  prices  in  Northeastern  Ohio  were 
up  slightly.    At  Canton,  Ohio,  half -gallons  advanced  6  cents  in  some  stores. 
Some  Cleveland  store  quarts  advanced  1  cent  and  half -gallons,  2  cents.    Class  I 
prices  increased  18  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Columbus,  Ohio;  home  delivered 
quarts  were  1  cent  higher.    Dayton,  Ohio  Class  I  prices  were  12  cents  per  hundred- 
weight higher;  home  and  store  quarts  were  up  1  cent,  while  some  store  half -gallons 
increased.  2  cents  and  all  gallons  rose  6  cents.    Peoria,  111.  dealers'  prices  are 
not  currently  determined  but  out-of -store  half -gallons  were  reduced  2  to  8  cents, 
while  gallons  were  from  7  cents  lower  to  2  cents  higher.    Rockford  and  Rock  Island, 
111.  fluid  use  prices  were  down  19  cents  per  hundredweight,  but  consumer  prices 
were  generally  unchanged.    Springfield,  111.  dealers'  buying  prices  gained  25 
cents;  some  out-of -store  quarts  advanced  3  cents  and  half -gallons  were  up  5  cents.

Early  December  prices  paid  by  dealers  in  the  West  North  Central  Region 
averaged  per  hundredweight  --  3  cents  below  November  but  13  cents  higher 

than  a  year  earlier.    Duluth,  Minn.  Class  I  prices  were  reduced  19  cents  per 
hundredweight  from  November  but  all  consumer  prices  were  the  same  as  a  month 
earlier.    Des  Moines  and  Ft.  Dodge,  Iowa  Class  I  prices  were  19  cents  lower;  a 
2-cent  drop  in  store  half -gallons  at  Des  Moines  was  the  only  reported  change  in 
consumer  prices  in  these  markets.    Greater  Kansas  City  Class  I  prices  were 
practically  unchanged  but  consumer  prices  were  generally  1  cent  per  quart  higher 
in  Kansas  City.    At  Topeka,  some  home  delivery  quarts  were  down  1  cent,  while 
store  prices  were  1  cent  per  quart  or  more  above  November. 
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Class  I  prices  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  in  early  December  averaged 
$6.00  per  hundredweight  --  1  cent  above  November  but  3  cents  below  December  1962. 
Class  I  prices  in  Wilmington,  Del.  increased  15  cents  per  hundredweight;  all  other 
prices  in  this  market  were  unchanged.    Half -gallons  in  Baltimore,  Md.  were  2  cents 
higher  —  the  only  price  change  in  the  market.    In  Miami,  Fla.  home  delivery  and 
store  quart  prices  advanced  2  cents.    Half -gallons  at  stores  were  20  cents  higher 
and  in  gallons,  3^  cents  per  container  above  last  month.    Class  I  prices  decreased 
2  cents  per  hundredweight. 

East  South  Central  dealers'  buying  prices  averaged  $5*^-9  per  hundredweight  in 
early  December.    This  is  9  cents  above  November  and  15  cents  greater  than  December 
a  year  ago.    Class  I  prices  in  Paducah,  Ky.  were  up  11  cents  per  hundredweight. 
Half -gallon  store  prices  were  1  cent  higher  —  the  only  other  price  change  in  the 
market.    Chattanooga,  Term,  dealers1  buying  prices  advanced  30  cents  per  hundred- 
weight.   Increases  of  about  a  cent  per  quart  were  reported  for  home  and  store 
sales.    The  Khoxville,  Tenn.  Class  I  price  was  up  3^  cents  per  hundredweight  but 
consumer  prices  were  the  same  as  November.    A  15-cent  per  hundredweight  increase 
in  Class  I  prices  occurred  in  Memphis.    Home  and  store  price  in  this  market  have 
not  been  reported.    Class  I  prices  in  Nashville,  Tenn.  advanced  25  cents  per 
hundredweight.    Quarts  at  homes  and  stores  were  1  cent  higher.    Half- gallons 
out  of  stores  were  unchanged  to  5  cents  lower;  gallon  jugs  in  store  outlets  were 
the  same  as  November. 

Prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  West  South  Central  areas  averaged  $5.68  per 
hundredweight  in  early  December  --  3  cents  over  November  and  27  cents  above  a 
year  earlier.     In  Arkansas  markets,  Class  I  prices  increased  by  15  cents  per 
hundredweight  in  Ft.  Smith  and  Little  Rock,  respectively.    The  only  reported  con- 
sumer price  change  in  either  market  was  a  1-cent  decline  in  half-gallons  at  some 
Little  Rock  stores.    A  3-cent  decrease  in  store  gallons  was  the  only  change  in 
prices  reported  at  Shreveport,  La.    In  Oklahoma  markets,  Class  I  price  increases 
per  hundredweight  were  reported  as  follows:    Oklahoma  City,  20  cents  and  Tulsa, 
13  cents.    No  changes  in  other  prices  have  been  reported.    El  Paso,  Tex.  Class  I 
prices  were  virtually  unchanged,  but  home  delivery  quarts  were  up  3  cents  and 
store  quarts,  1  cent.    Half-gallons  at  stores  were  from  1  to  7  cents  higher. 

Mountain  Region  dealers'  buying  prices  in  early  December  averaged  $5*31  Ver 
hundredweight.  This  is  1  cent  over  November  and  a  rise  of  6  cents  from  December 
a  year  ago.    Only  small  adjustments  in  Class  I  prices  were  reported  for  the  region. 

Prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  Pacific  Coast  markets  averaged  $5*31  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  December  --  unchanged  from  November  but  1  cent  less  than  December 
1962.    No  price  changes  from  November  were  reported  for  any  market  in  the  area.

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SALES  OF  MILK  AND  CREAM  AMD  RECEIPTS  FROM  PRODUCERS  IN  CERTAIN  MARKETING 
AREAS  UNDER  STATE  AND  FEDERAL  REGULATIONS,  SEPTEMBER -OCTOBER  I963 


October  whole  milk  sales  gain  3  percent  from  a  year  earlier 

Whole  milk  sales  (preliminary)  during  October  in  8l  State  and  Federal 
marketing  areas,  averaging  9^.2  million  pounds  daily,  were  5  percent  above 
September  and  3  percent  more  than  the  91.6  million  pounds  daily  a  year  earlier. 
Total  sales  in  the  January- October  period  in  these  markets  were  2.3  percent 
greater  than  in  the  comparable  period  of  1962. 

September  sales  of  whole  milk  also  up  3  percent 

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  in  the  8l  markets  during  September  were 
5  percent  above  August  and  3  percent  greater  than  September  1962.    Of  the  h$ 
market  groupings,  sales  totals  were  higher  than  September  of  last  year  in  hi, 
with  an  increase  of  as  much  as  5  percent  in  31  groups.    The  average  milkfat 
test  of  September  sales  was  3*5^  percent  compared  with  3* 53  percent  in  August 
and  3' 55  percent  in  September  1962. 

September  skim  milk  sales  increase  10  percent 

Sales  of  skim  milk  items  in  80  State  and  Federal  milk  marketing  areas  on 
an  average  daily  basis  were  down  1  percent  from  August  but  were  10  percent  above 
September  a  year  ago.    Combined  sales  in  the  first  9  months  this  year  were  8 
percent  more  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.    The  average  milk- 
fat  test  of  September  sales,  at  1.27  percent,  compares  with  1.26  percent  in 
August  and  1.22  percent  in  September  a  year  ago. 

Milk  and  cream  mixture  sales  off  3  percent  from  September  I962 

Sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  on  an  average  daily  basis  during  September 
in  75  areas  were  h  percent  below  August  and  3  percent  less  than  in  September 
1962.    Total  sales  in  the  first  9  months  of  1963  in  these  markets  were  about 
1  percent  less  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1962.    Within  the  ho  market 
groupings  shown,  20  had  smaller  sales  in  the  first  9  months,  17  had  larger 
sales,  and  3  were  unchanged.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  September  sales  was 
11.8  percent  compared  with  11. 9  percent  in  August  and  was  unchanged  from  a 
year  earlier. 

Fluid  cream  product  sales  decrease  3  percent  from  September  a  year  ago 

September  sales  of  fluid  cream  products  in  76  areas,  on  an  average  daily 
basis,  were  6  percent  below  August  and  3  percent  less  than  in  the  same  month 
of  1962.    Of  the  hi  market  groupings  shown,  September  sales  were  above  a  year 
earlier  in  9,  below  in  27,  and  unchanged  in  5.    Cumulative  sales  for  the  first 
9  months  in  these  markets  were  2  percent  below  the  comparable  period  of  1962. 
The  average  milkfat  test  of  September  sales,  at  22.8  percent,  was  unchanged 
from  August  but  below  the  September  1962  average  of  23. 1  percent.

Total  fluid  product  sales  increase  3  percent 

Total  fluid  product  sales  in  79  marketing  areas  on  an  average  daily  basis  during  September  in- 
creased h  percent  from  August  and  were  3  percent  higher  than  September  a  year  ago.    Most  market  groupings 
indicated  gains  in  sales  from  a  year  earlier.    Exceptions  were  Boston,  Springf ield-Uorcester ,  and  the  two 
South  Dakota  groups,  where  sales  declined;  and  Chicago,  Great  Basin,  and  Puget  Sound,  which  were  unchanged. 
Total  sales  during  the  first  9  months  of  the  year  in  the  79  marketing  areas  were  nearly  3  percent  above 
the  same  period  last  year.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  September  sales,  at  3 • 58  percent,  in  unchanged 
from  August,  but  is  slightly  below  the  September  I962  average  of  3«6l  percent. 

October  producer  receipts  the  same  as  a  year  earlier 

Producer  receipts  during  October  totaled  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier  in  86  Federal  and  State 
marketing  areas  on  an  average  daily  basis.  Receipts  per  producer,  at  791  pounds  daily,  were  6  percent 
more  than  in  October  I962. 

Milk  production  in  the  United  States  continues  2  percent  below  year  earlier 

November  milk  production  in  the  United  States,  at  9*2  billion  pounds,  was  about  2  percent  less  than  a 
year  earlier  for  the  second  successive  month.    Production  was  3  percent  above  the  1957-61  average  for 
November.    On  a  per  capita  basis,  production  was  equal  to  1.6l  pounds  per  person  daily,  compared  with  1.66 
pounds  per  person  in  November  a  year  ago. 
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
